ORDINANCE NO. L579

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF FARMERS BRANCH, TEXAS,
AIIENDING THE COMPREHENSIVE ZONING ORDINANCE OT' THE
CITY OF FARMERS BRANCH, TEXAS AS HERETOFORE AMENDED,
SO AS TO GRANT A SPECIFIC USE PERMIT FOR AN
AUTO REPAIR F'ACILITY LOCATED IN A LIGHT INDUSTRIAL
ZONING DISTRICT; PROVIDING FOR CONDITIONS OF
OPERATION, PROVIDING A PENALTY OF FINE NOT TO
EXCEED THE SUM OE TWO HUNDRED MLLARS (S2OO.OO)
FOR EACIT OFFENSE, PROVIDING A SEVERABILITY CLAUSE;
PROVIDING FOR INJUNCTIVE RELIEF; AND DECLARING
AN EMERGENCY.

Whereas, the City Planning and Zoning Commission of the City
of Farmers Branch and the governing body of the City of Farmers
Branch, in compliance with t.he Charter of the City of Farmers
Branch, and the State Law with reference to granting of a
Specific Use Pernit under the zoning ordinance Regulations and
Zoning Map have given the requisite notices by publication and
otherwise, and after holding due hearing and affording a fuII and
fair hearing to all property olrners generally, and to the persons
interested and situated in the vicinity thereof' the governing
body of the City of Farmers Branch is of the opinion that said
change in zoning uses should be made:

SECTION I. That the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance of the
City of Farmers Branch, Texas, be, and the same is hereby amended
by amending the zoning Map of the City of Farmers Branch so as to
grant a Specific Use Pernit for an auto repair facility in a LI
zoning d i st rict.

SECTION 2. That the auto
r^rithin the property designated
as follows: 4519 Sigma Road; in

repair facility shall be located
as and nore specifically locaEed
a LI zoning district.

sECTroN 3. That the auto repair facility shall be operated
in accordance with the conditions of operation shown on Exhibit.
"A".

SECTIoN 4. That if any section, subsection, clause, phrase
word of this ordinance shalt be judged invalid or
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unconst.itutional, such
of this ordinance.

SECTION 5. In addition to and accumulative of all other
penalties, the City shall have the right to seek injunctive
relief for any and aII viol.ations of this ordinance.

SECTION 6. That if any person, firm or corporation
violating any of the provisions or terms of this ordinance shal1
be subject to the same penalty as provided for in the
Comprehensive Zoning ordinance of the City of Farmers Branch, and
upon conviction shal.I be punished by a fine not to exceed the sum
of Two Hundred Dollars (5200.00) for each offense.

SECTION 7. The fact that certain amendtnenls should be made
in the Comprehensive Zoning ordinance creates an emergency in the
preservation of the public health, safety and welfare and
requires that. t.his ordinance shall take effect inmediatsely from
and after its passage and publication of the caption of said
ordinance, as the law in such case provides.

Hereinafter shown are the conditions of operation of the
auto repair facility which was granted a Specific Use Permit by
the Farmers Branch City CounciI.

1. AtI lrork to be done inside building.
Z. work rdilL exclude paint and body work.
3. No sales of cars and/ot display for sale.
4. Storage of cars to be inside building at night.
5. Prior to start of operaEion a fenced area at the back of the

building for security shall be provided, may be chain Iink.
6. Sign on face a building shall match style and size of other

sign on bu i Iding.
1. No other permanent or temporary signs.
8. Types of cars to be serviced here are: Mercedes, BMw' Porsche,

volvo, Ferrari, Jaguar' Maserrati, Lamborghini' and RoIIs Royce.
9. The owner of the property sha1l specify time-limited deed

restrictions rrith City a party, such that the Specific Use
Permit will cone up for renewal in 5 years for an additional
5 year period, or less if premises are vacated sooner by
the lessee.

the 24th day of June 1990 which date is five years from June 24,
1985lTie-ferred to-EE-TFe ordinance date, the date the city ordinance
was passed the zoned the Property for. an.,automotlve repair facility'
City of Farmers Branch ordinance No. 1579, of its intentions to review
and-consider a re-zonin<;. Upon th6:iTffig of such wrjtten notlce to.
the Owner, the City ma.y'review the subJect zoning and institute, on its

sixth (6th) year from the 0rdinance Date, or earl ier if the premises are vacated
by the Lessee, a zoning case to cons'ider re-zoning the Property.

2)'In.the event the City does institute a zoning case on its own volition in accorrjance
with this Voluntary Deed Restriction and does pass an ordinance re-zuning the
Property for a use or uses other than the subject autoxlotive repair focil ily,
0wner does hereby agree to close and stop said autornotive repair facil il.y -

operation within 90 days of the effective date of the rezoning ordin.rrrce without
any additional notice fronr the City. The Owner further agreei to remove all
signs (but not steel structures) identi fying the inrprovenrEnts .rs arr auLonroLive
repair facility within such tinre period.

3) Owner does hereby agree that the Deed Restrictions are vo1 untarily subnrittetl ,
are reasonable and valid and that any and all clajms of vested rights,
non-conforming use, property rights and danrages in relation to any re-zoning
arising out of the exercise of rights under this Voluntary Deed Restrictioni
and Agreement are not available, are not appl icable and are hereby waivetl , and the"'.Owner does hereby release, relieve, quit-clairlr and hold harnrless ihe Cit.y, Mernbers
of the Planning and Zoning Conrnission,* the City staff and all of the Cityis
agents, servants and employees, for aits and actions relative'to the corrying
out of the City's rights under this Agreenrent.

4) The City has. the-right to exercise its rights to review and jnstitute a re-zoning
case under this Agreement by the institution of a zoning case and Lhe p,rssage
of an. ordinance re-zoning the Property, both at any time during Ure sixth '
(6th.)_ year from the.0rdinance Dabe, liovided notiie of such review is given as

provided in Paragraph t hereof. In the event the city is legally restri inetl
or enj.oined-for any length of tirne frou carrying out its rights,- such tirrre
period shal) not be counted in conrputing the six (O) yiar period, but. shalI
be added on to said period. In the event the City does not give gr,rner the written
notice as provided in Paragr.rph I hereof, or does not insti[ute antl conrplete
a. re-zoning within the stated period (six years) , the City's rights under
this Agreement are deemed abanduned and of no further force and eff6ct, ond the
City shall execute a release of the said Deed Restrictions.

5) These restrctions shall not, be altered, amended or terntinated without the express
written approval of the City and the 0wner.

6) The restrictions contained herein are not in any manner intentled to resLr-ict
the rights of the city.council or the city to exercise its Iegislotive antl
governmental dut'ies and powers insofar as zoning of the property is concerned.

7) These restrictions inure to the benefit of the city, and the undersignerl 0wner
hereof does hereby grant to the city the right to i:rosecute, at iaw ind in equity
against the. person violating or attempting to violate such restrictions, either

to prevent him from so doing and to correct such violation, and for furl.her
remedy, the city of Farmers Branch may withhold. tlre certificate of occuptrncy
necessary for the lawful use of the Property until such restrictions clescri"bed
herein are fully complied with.

B) These restrictions are hereby declared covenants running vr,i th the land and
shall.be.ful1y binding upon all persons acquiring propeity within the above-
described tract, and any person by acceptance of-title to-any of the prtrperty
shall.thereby agree and covenant to abide by and fully perfoin the foregoing"
restrictions and covenants
